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Insurance office 
flooded after 

frost 


The local regional office of 
the Alberta Hail and Crop In¬ 
surance Corporation has been 
flooded with calls over the past 
week after frost problems 
plagued local crops. 

AHCIC regional supervisor 
Paul Modahl said his office has 
received approximately 150 
calls since the severe drop in 
temperature last week. 

"That certainly had an ef¬ 
fect on most of this area,” 
Modahl said. "Everywhere 
south of Ponoka was hit." 

But while area farmers have 
been pushing the panic button 
over the damage, Modahl said 
the amount of damage may not 
be as severe as first feared. 

"We still have to inspect 
the crops," he said. "We had 
crops ranging from still green 
right up to ripe, so things may 
not be as bad as the media has 
been speculating." 

Modahl said his office will 
be holding a field conference 
and field inspections through¬ 
out the area to get a better idea 
of how far-reaching the frost ac¬ 
tually was. 

"Because we had a wide 
range of crops out here it's go¬ 
ing to be hard," he said. "It 
really depends on the stage of 
the crop. Anything close to ripe 
may have to be downgraded 


but it's still harvestable." 

But while Modahl is op¬ 
timistic over the damages, he 
said he has never seen this kind 
of devastation from frost be¬ 
fore. 

"We normally have claims 
of one kind or another each 
year," he said. "But this is far 
more widespread. I've seen 
other kinds of perils from things 
like drought or hail storms, but 
you usually don't see hail this 
widespread." 

Modahl said AHCIC will 
most likelv be working on an in¬ 
dividual crop basis in paying 
out farmers for damages from 
this damage. Crop insurance 
and revenue insurance pro¬ 
grams will help to cover the 
losses suffered by farmers if 
their, crops are lost or down¬ 
graded because of the frost. 

"As far as people who carry 
insurance, between crop and 
revenue it won't be as de¬ 
vastating as for those who don't 
carry any insurance," Modahl 
said. 

There are approximately 
760 farmers in the region who 
may be directly affected by last 
week's killer frost. Modahl said 
more information about the ex¬ 
tent of the damage will be 
available later this week.

I don't think we had a vacuum cleaner for the first year of our 
marriage. Our apartment had hardwood floors so I suppose I dust 
mopped and polished once in a while. I know we had a polisher. It 
was a wedding present. Not one of my favorites I'm afraid. 

When we moved to the farm, there were some rugs in the 
house and since Mom and Dad Olson were moving to a house with 
lots of carpets they bought a new vacuum and gave us their old 
Eureka. 

The Eureka was marginally better than no vacuum at all. If you 
approached a fairly firm and well rounded of lint from the angle of 
| least resistance, held the vacuum over it for the count of four and 

then backed away very slowly it would indeed pick up the of¬ 
fending item. If, however, you intended to tidy up after a bit of sew- 
! ing you had a choice. Get down on your knees and roll the threads 

into little balls that the vacuum would consent to swallow or be 
content to rearrange the threads into interesting patterns on the 
rug. 

It sounded efficient. It sounded like a DC10 was warming up in 
the living room. On the rare occasions that I actually did clean with 
it, the noise was so overwhelming that I worked under a cloud of 
apprehension expecting it to self destruct in a welter of fans, gears, 
dust and dead insects. 

Insect control is one of the main reasons that I keep a vacuum 
cleaner. I used to pay the kids $ .25 for every spider they could 
catch with the nozzle. For a while it encouraged them to seek out 
dark corners in closets and hallways but as they got older they con¬ 
sidered it darn poor pay. Nothing scoops a hornet out of a window 
as neatly and safely and millers pick up well if they are stationary. If 
they are swirling insanely around your light fixtures or the plants in 
a window you need good reflexes and a better vacuum than the 
Eureka. Once I consigned a window-trapped and very angry bum¬ 
ble bee to the dusty innards and was immediately sorry. I turned 
the switch to off and wondered how long a bumble bee can survive 
in such a hostile environment. I wasn't about to open the bag and 
dig through the filth to find her. I'm a conservationist, not a fanatic. 
I left the vacuum out while I answered the phone, made lunch, 
etc., and it may have been three hours later that I watched Mrs. 
Bumble emerge from what must have been the worst experience 
of her life. One dusty leg followed the other in a supreme effort of 
will power and determination, her lovely striped fur coat was 
embedded with grime and her big multi-faceted eyes were dull 
and lackluster. I imagined that I heard a series of tiny sneezes. I 
guided her onto a newspaper and carried her outside. What a 
story she had for her family. "Harry, you won't believe the day 
I've had." 

As soon as we could afford it, Ralph took the Eureka to the 
shop for cleaning the seed drill and we bought a second hand Elec¬ 
trolux. This was an improvement in that I could now pick up 
smaller dust bunnies and only had to roll up very fine pieces of 
thread but the noise was almost as bad and one of this machines 
features was that it shut itself off and opened it's own canister when 
the bag was full. In a comparatively short time the switch that con¬ 
trolled this opening device developed some mental problem and 
began flinging open the canister even when it was empty. This af¬ 
fected my disposition and nerves rather badly and if someone 
entered the house under cover of the motor noise and tapped me 
on the shoulder after t had closed the canister for about the tenth 
time I was inclined to scream and flail the hose and wand in all 
directions. 

We replaced the Electrolux with a central system and for a few 
days I thought my aversion to vacuum cleaners was at an end. 
Wrong. It was not convenient to install the wall outlets immediate¬ 
ly adjacent to the available plug ins and so the power cord and the 
vacuum hose had to emerge from separate areas of the house. 
Close yourself into a small crowded bedroom with 30 feet of ribbed 
tubing and a similar amount of extension cord and you know just 
how much fun it would be to wrestle pythons in a jungle. 

Yesterday I did some much needed cleaning in the basement 
of the new house and was initiated into the joys of a Shop-Vac. It 
was not pleasant. The connections on the miserable thing are such 
that it is entirely possible to work away for five minutes wondering 
why you aren't accomplishing much and then realize that the hose 
is no longer connected to the canister. The hand grip is too large 
for my hand, the motor is terribly noisy, and it disconnects from the 
extension cord at the slightest touch. 

I hate all vacuum cleaners. I hate vacuuming. If this makes me 
a bad housekeeper so be it.

RCMP report- 


During the period between 
August 5, 1992 and August 18, 
1992, two people were charged 
with impaired operation of a 
motor vehicle and one person was 
given a 24 hour suspension from 
driving How do the police 
determine whether a person is 
charged or given a 24 hour 
suspension? This decision is 
based on an instrument called the 
ALERT. (Alcohol Level 
Evaluation Road Tester). If an 
officer suspects that a driver has 
been drinking, he may request 


that the driver take the 
ALERT test. If the driver 
passes, he/she is free to go. If 
the driver blows into the 
A L E R T, and the warn light 
flashes, he/she is given a 24 hour 
suspension If the driver fails the 
ALERT, test, he/she is 
requested to accompany the 
officer to the RCMP detachment 
where a breathalyzer test is 
performed. Charges may or may 
not be laid at this point Bear in 
mind that although the 
ALERT, is available, it is up to 


the officer's discretion if he/she 
wishes to use it. If the officer 
feels there is enough evidence to 
proceed with a breathalyzer test 
immediately, he/she may do so. 

During this same time 
period a total of 172 complaints 
were responded to, 37 of which 
were criminal code related. 13 
motor vehicle accidents occurred 
including one fatal car accident 
26 traffic tickets and 2 liquor 
control act tickets were issued

You really have to wonder what it is about Didsbury 
that consistently attracts the attention of the big city 
media. 

From murder/suicide (of which they have enough of 
their own) to elevator movies, Didsbury seems to be a 
target of media attention no matter how trivial or mun¬ 
dane the issue may appear to local residents. The recent 
invasion over the curfew petition has left many scratch¬ 
ing their heads and wondering why, when there is a 
rash of equally "interesting" stories going on in the city, 
Didsbury always gets such attention. 

The most common response to the question has 
been over the speed of the news on that particular day, 
but the answer isn't that simple. Didsbury is one of 
these so-called idyllic rural towns, at least in the eyes of 
the big city, and unique or contentious issue raised here 
seems to please these city folks. 

Over the issue of the curfew, it stems from a need 
for urban dwellers to see their problems plaquing the 
rural setting. Over the past few years there has been a 
strong movement away from cities and its related crime, 
pollution and bustle. Those who have remained like to 
think that rural areas suffer from their problems and so 
they are justified in the decision to remain. 

There's also a "cuteness' quotient involved in the 
attraction. Since Didsbury is one of those areas that 
relies mostly on agricultural for its survival, there are 
some who consider the town "backwards" and are 
amazed to see any innovation or unique idea stem from 
here. 

Of course these simple conclusions don't form the 
whole explanation. It's difficult to say exactly what 
makes Didsbury such a big city darling, but the positive 
side of it is the attention. We could not pay for the kind 
of exposure this town got last week and while the news 
may not always be positive, it certainly puts Didsbury 
on the map.

Canadian students will drop out 
of high school this decade unless 
we can convince them that school 
is worth their time and their 
energy.

E ducation is important in 
every job and, for that matter, in 
everything we do in our computer 
age. There was a time when 
society did not seem to be 
changing so quickly, when 
children followed in their family's 
path more often Parents and 
grandparents felt more comfort¬

scanned and entered as exact 
copies into the National Employ¬ 
ment Registry database The 
resumes are coded and stored 
under one or more specific job 
categories The registrants pay a 
$20 fee to cover the costs of 
coding and entering their re¬ 
sumes which will remain on the 
Registry for three months.

have entered it into the Registry 
where it will be exposed to 
various employment opportuni¬ 
ties across the country, some of 
which the candidate may not 
have known existed Moreover, 
the job seeker's $20 investment 
frees them from the time 
consuming tasks of poring 
newspapers and writing letters.

occupations in all industries and 
their corresponding four digit 
codes. Employers will be encour¬ 
aged to access the database over 
a "1-800" number using a 
touchtone phone. Using simple 
voice instructions, the National 
E mployment Registry computer 
will tell the employer to enter the 
code for the position to be filled 
The computer will then ask for 
further details such as the 
location of the job and the desired 
years of experience. Once these 
questions are answered, the 
computer will advise the employ¬ 
er how many resumes on file 
satisfy the employer's require¬ 
ments and will ask how many of 
these the employer wishes to 
have faxed. E mployers then 
enter their fax numbers and the 
computer sends the requested 
resumes overnight. 

The employer is charged 
$3.50 for each resume sent. 
Edmunds points out that this is 
"a fraction of the cost of 
traditional recruitment where the 
cost of one ad in a major 
newspaper can easily reach or 
exceed $5,000. In addition, the 
employer has the resumes on his 
desk the next morning and can 
call the candidates immediately 
instead of waiting the two or 
three weeks necessary to place 
the ad and receive the responses. 
In business, time is money when 
you have an unfilled position." 

The National Employment 
Registry concept was conceived 


by Edmunds when a small 
businessman friend was unable 
to fill a vacant position. The 
friend, Carl Lacey, ran a floor 
refinishing company and one of 
his drum sander operators had 
walked out on him without notice 
Mr. Lacey was losing business 
while he placed ads in several 
B C papers and a job order with 
the local E mployment office. Two 
weeks went by and Mr. Lacey 
had received no response to these 
efforts. The Canada E mployment 
office was sympathetic but policy 
prevented the posting of the job 
order outside of B.C. before a 
further two weeks had passed 
Mr Lacey eventually did find 
someone in Calgary but not 
before losing thousands in 
foregone business. His friend's 
difficulties in finding a qualified 
employee led to Edmund's 
realization that, as he puts it, 
"Canada lacks a comprehensive, 
up-to-date and cost-efficient com- 
nmunications link between em¬ 
ployers and job seekers. Jobs 
Canada - The National Employ¬ 
ment Registry has harnessed the 
power and speed of the computer 
to provide a one-stop resume 
marketplace for job seekers and 
employers."

Most Alberta farmers have a 
couple choices for specialized 
farm weather forecasts as they 
contend with the weather during 
harvest 

"Farmers can telephone one 
of seven regional farm weather 
lines, or in five communities 
have the option of listening to 
Weatheradio Canada," says Pe¬ 
ter Dzikowski, weather resource 
specialist for Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture's conservation and develop¬ 
ment branch 

In its eighth season of 
operation, the Alberta Farm 
Weather Line is a cooperative 
service provided by Alberta 
Agriculture and Environment 
Canada's Atmospheric Environ¬ 
ment Service. The regional lines 
bring farmers up-to-date agricul¬ 
tural weather forecasts. 

Over 200,000 calls have 
already been made to the service 
during the first seven months of 
1992 notes Dzikowski. "The 
continuous, year-round access to 
agricultural weather forecasts 
assists producers in making 
farming decisions." 

Forecasts specific to each 
region are updated four times 
daily at 5:30 a m., 11:30 a m., 
4:30 p.m. and 9:30 p.m. Farmers 
can call the weather line in their 
region Long distance charges do 
apply. The telephone numbers 
are: Grande Prairie, 539-7654; 
Edmonton, 468-91%; Red Deer, 
342-7322; Calgary, 295-1003; 


Lethbridge, 328-RAIN (7246); 
Medicine Hat, 526-6224; and, 
Coronation, 57-TEMPS (578- 
3677). 

"The popularity of the lines 
sometimes means farmers have 
trouble connecting with it, and 
get a busy signal Farmers who 
live within 50 km of Grande 
Prairie, Edmonton, Red Deer, 
Calgary and Lethbridge have the 
option of listening to Weathera¬ 
dio Canada," he says. 

Weatheradio Canada is a 


dedicated VHT-FM radio broad¬ 
cast system transmitted on a 
frequency of 162.4, 162.475 or 
162.55 megahertz (MHz). The 
Environment Canada service 
provides continuous, up-to-date 
weather forecast information and 
weather warnings directly from 
its weather office. 

A special weatheradio re¬ 
ceiver is needed to receive the 
broadcast. Receivers costs 
around $60 A receiver with a 
warning alert feature and battery 


Exports set record 

Bulk exports of western grains totaled a record 30.69 
million tonnes for the 1991/92 crop year, breaking the 
previous high of 30.16 million tonnes established in 1987/88. 

The Canadian Wheat Board says the main reason for the 
record was the large volume of wheat exported. In 1991/92, 
about 24.3 million tonnes of wheat were exported; the 
previous record was 23 million tonnes, set in 1987/88. 

Malting barley exports also set a new record: about 
883,000 tonnes were exported compared with the previous 
high of 638,000 tonnes in the 1990/91 crop year. 

The wheat board also noted the "particularly note¬ 
worthy" performance of the handling system at the west 
coast. The board estimates west coast exports will total 20 
million tonnes for 1991/92; the previous record was 17 
million tonnes in 1987/88. Monthly export records were set 
in eight of the first 11 months of the crop year, and July ex¬ 
ports could reach a new all-time record for one month of two 
million tonnes. 

In releasing these figures, the wheat board recognized 
the contribution made by all involved in the grain industry.

Reformers denounces constitutional deal 



The proposed senate deal 
recently reached by the F irst 
Ministers is no deal for Alberta 
says Myron Thompson, Reform 
Party candidate for Wild Rose. 

"The proposed deal on the 
Federal Senate which supposedly 
represents the Triple E, is 
missing an E . What we have", he 
says, "is a double E Senate, 
equal and elected, and we are not 
even sure about the elected." 

In a press release issued last 


week, Thompson, a former 
Sundre mayor, said the package 
has no value for the provinces in 
the west, and even less value for 
the Atlantic provinces where 
there has always been a 
weakness in federal affairs. Fie 
said this type of Senate could 
defeat a bill pertaining to natural 
resources taxation with a 50% 
vote, plus 1 Senator, the only Bill 
that this Senate could defeat If 
the proposed Senate would 


defeat any other bill, no matter 
how offensive that bill may be to 
the regions, the decision could be 
overridden by a joint session of 
the Senate and the Ffouse of 
Commons meaning that Quebec 
and Ontario would have more 
votes than the entire Senate 
"In fact, says Thompson, 
"Quebec and Ontario with the 
additional 18 seats in the 
Parliament will together hold 
approximately 60% of the entire 


House of Commons. What we 
have is a package that is going to 
provide control of the entire 
country in the hands of the 
central two provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario." 

Thompson says public opin¬ 
ion polls show Canadians are not 
receiving the model that they so 
long desired in a Triple E. He 
said what is proposed is not 
necessarily the beginning of good 
relations, but rather may be the 
end to the possibility for the 
future establishment of a Senate 
that truly represents democracy 

Thompson says the proposed 
Senate defies all acts of democra¬ 
tic principle under which Canada 
has operated for 125 years, but it 
will forever secure the dominace 
of Central Canada over the 
smaller provinces, both to the 
West and to the East 

"I find," said Thompson, 
"that the entire proposal is not 
only unacceptable, but is a real 
sham There is no possibility of 
having any Senate body able to 
affect any legislation whatsoever 
under this system. The require¬ 
ment of a Senate of keeping 
checks and balances on the 
House of Commons will have 


little meaning and the Senate 
would end up with very little 
power." 

The democratic tradition of 
representation by population 
would no longer exist because 
Ontario and Quebec will receive a 
greater share of seats in the 
House of Commons. In the 
meantime, Alberta, with 9 4% of 
the population, will only have 
8.3% of the Common seats, while 
B.C., with 12% of the population, 
will only have 10.8% of the 
Common seats. To provide a 
clause which would guarantee 
Quebec 25% of the seats forever 
and ever, is not realistic, and is 
not acceptable to the grassroots 
people of this country 

Thompson is also encourag¬ 
ing Canadians to voice their 
opinions on the proposed deal A 
Reform Party hotline has been 
set up to take calls regarding the 
issue. 

"I encourage you to tele¬ 
phone and voice your opinion," 
says Thompson "As you will not 
have an opportunity to do so in 
any other way prior to the 
October 26 referendum."

Craft shop highlights the unique

A store full of unique, Water 
Valley flavor is what keeps Dawn 
Kay's customers coming back. 

The owner of Long Winter 
Country Crafts in Water Valley 
says it's the originality of the 
goods in her store that helps to 
make it so successful 

"I believe it's the unique¬ 
ness in the type of artistic work I 
carry, even in the dried flower 
arrangements," she said "You 
just don't see anything like it 
anywhere." 

And uniqueness is the best 
way to describe K ay's rustic shop 
which carries a wide variety of 
crafts and country goods ranging 
from pottery and pressed flower 
designs to antiques and home¬ 
made preserves 

"I see Water Valley as a 
very rough ranching community 
but at the same time a quilt of 
very unique people with their 
own talents," K ay said " I try to 
give people some of the flavor of 
that." 

By flavor, Kay doesn't mean 
just things that look like they fit 
into the community, but things 
made there, from local materials 
and by local hands 

"Like the wreaths, they are 
from local greenery; birch, willow 
and sage," she said. "And the 
walking sticks are made from 
local aspen That's the kind of 
detail you can't find anywhere 
else." 

Kay, who moved with her 
family to Water Valley in 1988, 
never intended to open a craft 
store Trained as an animal 
health technician, she said it was 
a kind of loneliness that got her 
into business 

"We basically camped out 
for the first 3 months while we 
were building our house and, 


being a career woman, I wasn't 
accustomed to being out in the 
forest and not knowing anyone," 
she said "I had always done 
macrame and dried flower 
arranging and gotten a great deal 
of enjoyment out of it as a hobby, 
so when the opportunity came at 
John's store I took it." 

That opportunity was an 
agreement that K ay would look 
after John's Collectibles Store on 
Sundays in exchange for a room 
at the store to do her work and a 
chance to meet people She had 
never intended to own her own 
store until John's failing health 
caused him to close down his 
business. 

"My family and friends put the 
pressure on then," Kay said. 
"They saw potential in the things 
I was making, so I took over." 

Now, two years later, busi¬ 
ness is doing well and Kay is 
planning for a large sale to 
celebrate. She said she will cut 
prices for two days, October 24 
and 25, and highlight some 
Christmas speciality items for the 
event.

■ Flashing red lights means that 
the bus is stopped to either 
load or unload school children 


School buses do not use the red 
flashing lights at special loading 
and unloading zones. At these 
stops the bus driver may activate 
the hazard warning lights. The 
bus driver drives off of the 
roadway onto the shoulder. 
Motorists are not required to 
stop.

Highway Traffic Act 

105 (1) If a vehicle bearing the sign “school bus” and displaying alternately flashing red lights is stopped on 
a highway, the operator of a vehicle approaching the school bus. 

(a) from the rear, if the highway is physically divided by a median into 2 separate roadways, or 

(b) from the front or the rear, if the highway is not divided as described in clause (a), 
shall stop before he reaches the school bus. 

(2) An operator who is required by subsection (1) to stop shall not pass the school bus until the driver of the 
school bus indicates by signal that he may proceed or the alternately flashing red lights stop flashing. 

(3) The operator of a vehicle bearing the sign “school bus” shall not activate the alternately flashing red 
lights on the vehicle unless he is loading or unloading passengers. 

(Applies to all rural areas and towns with the exception of Olds which has its own bylaw).

Another popular associated 
event is the Battle of the Breeds 
challenge, a series of competi¬ 
tions to determine breed suprem¬ 
acy. "Battle of the Breeds is fun, 
both for the horse industry 
people involved, as well as the 
spectators.

NAFTA: assessment 


Assessment of the recently 
signed North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA) must 
wait until the full text of the 
agreement is available, says 
Alberta Pool President Ray 
Schmitt. 

"We know the indent of the 
NAFTA but have yet to see the 
specific details the agreement 
contains," he explains. "Once 
we have had a chance to review 
the document in detail, we'll 
have a better idea of its impact on 
agriculture generally, and the 
grain industry in particular." 

Signed August 12, the 
NAFTA creates a free trade area 
between Canada, the United 
States and Mexico, consistent 
with General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade policies Initial 
reaction has been mixed, touch¬ 
ing on everything from concern 
for central Canada's textile 
industry to opportunities for 
Canadian exporters 

The document, now being 
legally fine-tuned, must be 
approved by the governments of 
each participating country As¬ 
suming no delays, the agreement 
would take effect January 1, 
1994 

In the 1990/91 fiscal year, 
trade between Canada and the 
U S amounted to $199 billion; 


between Canada and Mexico, 
$2.3 billion (see illustration). 

Regarding agriculture, 
NAFTA establishes separate 
bilateral agreements between 
Canada and Mexico, and be¬ 
tween the U S. and Mexico, as 
well as a trilateral agreement 
between the three countries. 
Canada-U.S trade will continue 
according to the terms of the 
trade agreement between the two 
countries. 

Canada and Mexico will 
eliminate all tariff and non-tariff 
barriers on their agricultural 
trade, with the exception of those 
in the dairy, poultry, egg and 
sugar sectors. Regarding the 
grain sector, Mexico will also 
replace its import-licence system 
with tariffs and tariff-rate quotas 
(TRQs) TRQs take effect once an 
import quota has been exceeded 
Both TRQs and grain-related 
tariffs will be phased out 
generally over a 10-year period 

Canada will immediately 
exempt Mexico from import 
restrictions covering wheat, bar¬ 
ley and their products; beef and 
veal, and margarine Canada and 
Mexico will eliminate immediate¬ 
ly or phase out within five years 
tariffs on many fruit and 
vegetable products, while tariffs 
on other fruit and vegetable 


must wait 

products will be phased out over 
10 years. (A small number of 
these products will be subject to a 
special transitional safeguard 
which provides the importing 
country with tariff protection for 
specified periods of time if 
imports reach so-called "trig¬ 
ger" levels.) 

Federal Trade Minister Mic¬ 
hael Wilson has assured the 
prairie wheat pools that the 
Canadian Wheat Board will not 
be adversely affected by the 
agreement. "The CWB will 
maintain its role as the sole 
exporter of Canadian wheat and 
barley, thereby assuring the 
highest possible return for 
western Canadian producers," 
Wilson stated earlier this sum¬ 
mer in reply to concerns about 
the NAFTA 

"Our main concern during 
the NAFTA negotiations was 
protecting the gains made in the 
Canada-U S Trade Agreement 
(CUSTA)," Schmitt points out 
"For the most part, this 
agreement does not appear to 
weaken the CUSTA; however, we 
will need to see the language of 
the agreement to determine 
whether the intent of the NAFTA 
is translated correctly into the 
final agreement."
